It lias l)OPn Kiig g osted by a French 
exchang e that, in order to insure g reat­ 
er streng th and consequently more 
safety in ropes for scaffolding purposes, 
particularly in localities where the at­ 
mosphere is destructive of hemp lil>er, 
such ropes should bo dipped, 
when 
dry, into a bath containing twenty 
g rains of sulphate of copper per liter 
of water, and kept in soak in this solu­ 
tion some four days, afterward l>eing 
dried. 
The r« >i>os will thus have ab- 
sorbed a certain quantity of sulphate 
of copper, which will preserve them for 
some time both from the attacks of 
animal parasites and from rot. 
The copper salt may !>e fixed in the 
fi be rs by a «•« >at i;ig of tar or 1 >y s< vvpy 
water, and in order to do this it may 
be passeil throug h a bath of l>oili*<l tar, 
hot, drawing it throug h a thimble to 
press back the excess of tar, and sus­ 
pending it afterward on a stag ing to 
dry and harden. 
In a second method 
the rope is soaked In a solution of 100 
g rammes o f soap per liter of water. 
The copr>or soap thus formed in the 
fiber o f the rope Is stated to preserve it 
even better than tar is capable of do ­ 
ing , which acts mechanically to im­ 
prison th« * sulphate o f copper, which is 
the real preservative in the ease.
